Aims  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 

To  have  up-to-date  information  on  all  matters  of  importance  touching  the 

welfare  of  destitute  or  neglected  children. 
To  co-operate  effectively  with  other  charitable  agencies. 
To  try  to  improve  the  condition  of  each  child  within  its  home,  and  to 

prevent  the   separation  of  families  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the 

welfare  of  the  children. 
To  give  each  child  that  has  to  be  taken  from  its  natural  home  real  family 

life. 

METHODS. 

The  Society  investigates  cases  reported  to  it  of  destitute  children,  advises 
or  refers  them  to  proper  charities,  if  they  cannot  be  aided  in  their 
own  homes,  and  accepts  them  as  wards  if  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 
It  also  accepts  as  wards  those  children  of  degenerate  parents,  that  are 
committed  to  it  by  the  court. 

The  Placing-out  Agency — after  making  careful  investigation  of  the  home, 
places  children  in  families,  chiefly  in  the  country  under  careful 
supervision.  It  also  finds  temporary  boarding  homes  for  children  in 
the  country,  when  the  parents  or  some  other  society  can  assure  the 
board. 

Home  Libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor  neighbor- 
hoods, with  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  family  together,  of  encourag- 
ing good  reading  and  home  amusements. 

Ten  children  under  a  child  librarian  and   a   volunteer   visitor   meet 
weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian's  family.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY 
For  the  Year  Ending  October  31,  1903. 


Placing-Out  During   the    year    82    children    have   been 

Woric.  placed  in  free  homes,  9  in  homes  on  wages  and 

14  in  boarding  homes.  Total,  103.  Of  these, 
93  were  placed  for  the  first  time,  9  for  the  second  and  1  for  the 
third.     We  now  have  358  children  in  carefully  selected  homes. 

For  9  months  of  the  year  two  visitors  have  occupied  all  of 
their  time  visiting  the  children;  in  most  instances  we  have  heard 
from  their  pastors  and  teachers,  and  the  large  majority  of  them 
have  written  to  the  General  Secretary  in  answer  to  her  letters  to 
them  on  their  birthdays  and  to  thank  her  for  the  little  gifts  at 
Christmas. 

The  school  attendance,  verified  by  School  Commissioners' 
reports,  is  about  as  last  year,  discouragingly  poor  in  some  of 
the  counties  and  very  good  in  others.  A  ligitimate  excuse  for 
the  foster  parents  in  some  places  was  that  the  schools  were 
closed  because  of  lack  of  coal  or  contagious  diseases. 

Five  children  were  removed  because  the  homes  had  become 
unfit,  14  because  their  parents  were  able  to  care  for  them,  18 
because  the  children  needed  special  care,  either  in  an  institution, 
school  or  new  neighborhood,  and  29  because  the  children  them- 
selves were  unsatisfactory. 

The  result  of  the  visiting  is  shown  by  the  increased  love  and 
confidence  of  the  children.  Within  the  last  four  months  two 
boys,  instead  of  running  away  as  they  possibly  would  have 
done  some  years  ago,  told  the  visitor  of  their  dissatisfaction  with 
farm  life  (not  with  their  homes)  and  we  were  able  to  make 
arrangements  with  their  foster  parents  to  allow  them  to  leave 
the  farm  and  start  out  in  a  new  work.  These  boys  well  realize 
that  the  Society  and  their  foster  parents  are  their  friends  and  we 
feel  that  we  have  a  strong  hold  upon  them.

Libraries.  Libraries.  The  scarcity  of  coal  last  winter, 
depriving  many  of  the  people  of  a  fire  in  front 
rooms,  cut  down  our  number,  but  8  new  ones  have  been  opened 
this  fall  and  we  hope  all  of  the  old  ones  will  be  re-opened  soon. 
There  are  220  children  connected  with  these  groups,  and  we  feel 
that  the  visitor  has  a  great  opportunity  to  influence  them  in 
many  ways  for  good,  and  that  the  introduction  of  good  literature 
is  merely  the  entering  wedge.  Last  winter  several  of  the  visitors 
formed  their  groups  into  bands  of  mercy  as  well  and  we  hope 
gave  the  children  many  new  ideas  of  kindness  to  animals.  At 
Christmas  a  tree  and  entertainment  at  the  "Linden  House"  gave 
the  children  a  great  deal  of  pleasure;  and  in  the  summer  they 
had  a  fine  picnic  at  Clifton  Park. 

The  Linden  The  reception  house  for  our   wards.     One 

House  hundred  and  sixty  children  passed  through  the 

house  in  the  past  year.  They  have  been  care- 
fully examined  by  our  physician  and  given  the  best  hospital  and 
dispensary  care  if  necessary;  their  dispositions  have  been  studied 
by  our  matron,  and  they  have  been  clothed  and  fitted  out  for 
their  country  homes.  While  in  the  house  we  have  tried  to  gain 
their  love  and  confidence;  a  nicely  appointed  table  and  home- 
like surroundings  give  them  an  idea  of  good  manners  and  the 
little  home  duties  prepare  them  to  be  useful  in  their  new  homes. 
For  two  hours  each  afternoon  they  have  regular  lessons  with  a 
teacher.     This  is  a  new  step  in  advance. 

Our  Society's  Twenty-six  of  our  wards  became  of  age 

Graduates.  this  year.      2  of  the  girls   married   and   are 

living  near  their  foster  parents.  7  came  to 
Baltimore  and  are  steadily  at  work  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
In  our  last  report  we  spoke  of  an  investigation  then  being  made 
of  the  well-being  of  the  161  wards  who  had  become  of  age  in  the 
past  8  years.  That  investigation  has  been  finished,  and  we 
can  fairly  say  that  109  of  them  are  doing  very  well,  31  of  these 
are  married  and  the  others  are  making  a  good  living  either  in 
homes  of  their  foster  parents  or  in  the  cities.  14  are  doing  fairly 
well,  5  are  bad  characters,  3  are  dead,  and  30  have  not  been 
heard  trom.  Of  the  30  not  directly  heard  from  it  is  fair  to  sup- 
pose that  half  are  doing  well. 
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When  we  consider  that  all  of  these  }Toung  people  have  been 
from  under  our  care  for  from  one  to  eight  years  and  that  many 
of  them  were  subject  to  the  temptations  incident  to  returning  to 
their  own  parents,  living  in  poor  surroundings  in  Baltimore, 
when  they  were  at  the  very  critical  age  of  eighteen,  we  think 
this  report  shows  our  work  a  good  one. 

Some  Ways  in  Placing  children  in  free  country 

V/hich  Our  Society      homes  is  only  one  of  the  aims  of  our 
Could  Grow.  Society.     On  account  of  the  pressure 

upon  us  it  seems  to  have  become  the 
chief  one,  but  our  first  aim  is  really  to  keep  children  in  their  own 
homes.  We  could  do  this  to  a  very  much  larger  extent  were  we 
able  to  employ  a  good  agent  to  give  her  whole  time  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  Home  Libraries  and  to  help  with  the  investiga- 
tions and  visiting  in  the  city.  If  we  had  a  fund  of  money  upon 
which  to  call  to  board  children  temporarily  in  the  country,  we 
could  remove  to  good  homes  many  a  child  who  seems  incorri- 
gible, but  is  only  so  because  he  has  gotten  into  bad  company. 
The  probation  officer,  by  her  visits  and  counsel,  cannot  always 
help  him,  his  parents  are  absolutely  unable  to  pay  board  for  him 
away  from  home,  and  there  is  nothing  left  but  to  send  him  to  a 
reformatory.  Had  we  money  to  pay  his  board  for  six  months  or 
a  year  in  the  country,  where  he  could  go  to  school  and  be  away 
from  his  old  associates,  we  believe  that  in  the  large  majority  of 
cases  he  could  then  come  back  and  appreciate  his  home  and  have 
none  of  the  bad  influence  of  association  with  boys  worse  than 
himself.     We  can  do  this  for  from  $1.50  to  S2.50  per  week. 

Mothers  who  are  ill  and  need  six  months  or  a  year's  treat- 
ment out  of  the  city  should  not  be  called  upon  to  give  up  their 
children  permanently.  We  should  be  able  to  board  them  unti 
the  mothers  are  again  able  to  take  up  their  support.  We  should 
also  be  able  to  assist  fathers  who  have  lost  their  wives  and  who 
have  no  one  to  look  after  their  children  while  they  are  at  work, 
and  board  their  children  until  something  better  can  be  done  for 
them. 

There  is  no  place  in  the  city  at  present  where  brothers  and 
sisters,  other  than  small  children,  can  be  kept  together  and  cared 
for  temporarily,  and  many  homes  could  be  kept  unbroken  by  a 
little  timely  care  of  this  kind. 

We   wish   to   express   our   appreciation   of  the   kindly   care 
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given  our  sick  children  by  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the 
Garrett  Hospital,  the  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  the 
Thomas  Wilson  Sanitarium  and  the  dispensaries  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital  and  the  Baltimore  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital;  and 
also  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  the  Western  Maryland  and  the 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Railroads,  and  to  the  Weems,  the 
Baltimore,  Chesapeake  and  Atlantic,  the  York  River  and  the 
Queen  Anne  Steamboat  Companies  for  special  rates  given  our 
agents  when  traveling  over  their  lines  to  visit  our  wards.
